College Of Marin Faces 
Big Job In Decade Ahead 


According to announcements at the 
time his hiring was approved a couple 
of weeks ago, the educator chosen to 
succeed Ward Austin as College of Ma­ 
nn president is due to arrive at the col­ 
lege this week to begin consultations 
with Austin, faculty members and the 
administrative staff. 
He is Dr. Stephen E. Epler. a Ne­ 
braska-born educator who served most 
recently as president of Reedley Junior 
College in Fresno County. He recently 
was named administrative assistant to 
Austin with the understanding that he 
would succeed to the presidency upon 
Austin's scheduled retirement next year. 
Dr. Epier’s arrival here ought to be a 
signal event. It should mark a turning 
point in the history of the college. 
Ward Austin carried out the desires, 
aims and goals of the founders with 
whom he was pretty closely acquainted 
personally. Thus the influence of the 
founders has pretty much always been 
the guide for the college. 
With the retirement of Austin next 
year, just about the last direct connec­ 
tion with the beginning will be severed. 
Progress marches on. Times change.

We can foresee the need for vast ex­ 
pansions; and being debt free we can 
see that necessary expansion is not un­ 
feasible. 


It w ill be up to Dr. Epler and board 
members— present and future— to ‘ put 
the pieces together" so College of Ma­ 
nn can do the job that will need doing 
here in the decades ahead.

What Qualities Would Be Most 


Needed By Next U.S. President? 
WHEN 


While the politicians are 
weighing the electability of 
the candidates, wouldn’t this 
be a good time to consider the 
qualifications most needed by 
th* next President during the 
uncertain four to eight years 
he will serve? 
I am not presuming to sug­ 
gest what President, but ra­ 
ther what kind of President 
the nation requires. 
Obviously everybody’s job 
specification 
for 
the 
next 
President 
will 
not be the 
same. But it would be well to 
fix in mind, before the cam- 
pa*gn begins, a bill of partic­ 
ulars which we believe the 
next President should be able 
to meet. 


ON THE assumption that 
th? Communist challenge will 
not grow less formidable and 
that the 
battle 
for a free 
world is going to be harder 
and more exacting until it is 
won, it seems to me that the 
foremost qualifications 
and 
qualities of the kind of Presi­ 
dent we need, are: 
1— The ability to lead, a 
quality hard to define but al­ 
ways visible when present, as 
with Theodore Roosevelt and 
F, D. R. 
It is the ability to 
mobilize a national 
opinion 
behind what needs to be done. 
2—The capacity for initia­ 
tive— the determination, will­ 
ingness, even eagerness to 
use the vast powers of the 
Presidency to achieve the na­ 
tional purposes. All the strong 
Presidents— Washington, Je f­ 
ferson, Jackson, Lincoln, W il­ 
son. and the two Roosevelts— 
expended the prestige of their 
office, did not hoard it. 
3— The quality of vision 
and decisiveness. Walter Lipp- 
mcn put it well in his televis­ 
ion interview when he said 
that the vision that is most 
needed is the “ ability to see 
what it is. He must be able to 
see through the excitement 
of daily events. He must be 
able to see through the head­ 
lines to what is permanent 
and enduring. This ability—- 
this second-sight— is, to my 
mind, the quality 
of 
great 
leaders.” 
In my judgment two pre­ 
eminent examples of decis­ 
iveness were President Tru­ 
man's bold and precedent- 


shattering 
action 
to 
aid 
Greece 
and 
Turkey 
after 
Britain 
had 
expanded 
its 
strength, and his instant re­ 
sponse to the aggression in 
Korea. As Gerald W. Johnson 
puf it in his article on “ The 
U. S. Presidency” in the “ Sat­ 
urday Evening Post” : “ It is 
better to do any intelligent 
thing 
than 
to 
lose 
time 
searching 
for 
the 
perfect 
move.” 
4— An understanding and 
respect for politics. 
Politics 
needs to be better esteemed, 
not condemned. The art of 
politics is the art of operating 
democratic government. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has accom­ 
plished much without having 
experience, interest, or even 
a taste for politics, but his 
disinterest and distaste have 
been a limitation. We need a 
man in the White House who 
is more than a politician but 
we also can w'ell use a politi­ 
cian who will be the active, 
energetic leader of his party 
in order that his party may 
be an effective instrument of 
his leadership. 
5— The quality of integrity 
— intellectual, moral, and per­ 
sonal. 
The nation needs a 
President 
most 
Americans 
will, regardless of partisan 
and policy differences, feel is 
a man 
who embodies the 
great decencies, a man of 
honor and goodwill. 


I AM QUITE A W A RE that 
I have listed the qualifications 
Which historically have been 
most 
exemplified 
by 
the 
strong Presidents of the past. 
Some will say— and they will 
be right— that there is a dan­ 
ger in overly strong national 
government, that strong gov­ 
ernment, as Washington and 
other founder of the republic 
warned, could become master, 
rather than servant, of the 
people, could seriously upset 
the balance of powers in our 
Federal system. 
That is a danger. It is well 
to see it and face it. But as

surrounds us today, I cannot 
escape the conviction that the 
consequences of weak, inde­

government 
are

more dangerous than the con­ 
sequences of strong, dynamic 
government. 
These qualifications for the 
kind of President we need are 
offered, not as a model, but 
as an incentive to draw' up 
your own. Then you can meas­ 
ure the fitness of the nomi­ 
nees by your own standards 
fo~ the kind of President you 
believe the nation urgently 
requires, 1960 to 1964.

Scribe Pauses for Philosophic 


Glance At Marin After One Year 


ONE Y EA R AGO I sneaked 
into the I-J to w'ork for “ one 
or two weeks.” The manage­ 
ment carelessly took Its eye 
off me and here I still am. 


This I submit to confuse all 
believers in justice, a planned 
universe and the laws of grav­ 
ity. Must be pretty embarras­ 
sing, too, for the folks who 
think they are running this 
paper in an orderly way. 
During the year just past I 
have met a man from the 
moon, seen life coughed out 
in the gas chamber, kept pace 
for three minutes with tw'o 
fast walkers New York bound, 
w'orn the seats out of four 
pairs 
of 
britches 
covering 
planner-supervisor meetings, 
and created a local boom in 
typewriter ribbons. 


NIGHT BEFO RE LAST, 16 
quail (tw'o big, 14 little) scam­ 
pered across our patch of Mill 
Valley grass while toasts were 
offered to the new genera­ 
tion. 
For this last, and such jobs 
as photographing stray deer 
callers, I didn’t get paid by 
the paper. But it was all part 
of the joyful job of new'spa- 
pering in Marin, because the 
best thing is that here nobedy 
is ever wholly off duty: and 
being on duty usually is, as 
they say 
in the 
Navy, no 
sweat. 
Here is the biggest single 
fact I’ve learned in my year: 
That nothing happening in 
the 
whole of lovely 
Marin 
County is totally without in­ 
terest. 
Probably a real live wire 
feels that way any place you 
drop him. But Marin gets to 
you even after you’ve growrn 
a nice hard protective insula­ 
ting shell against the rest of 
the world. 
One reason Is that Marin 
has not only its own grass 
roots, 
but 
bits of all other 
places too. And often in Ma­ 
rin you can learn something 
of those other places. 


IN SHANGHAI, in Manila, 
and in Havana, for instance, 
I ’ve watched Basques play 
the bullet-fast game of hai 
jalai. 


Basques are from the Py­ 


renees region on the Bay of 
Biscay, 
says the dictionary. 
Starting out as kids batting a 
ball against a shed, the males 
play hai jalai so well they 
have a w'orld monopoly. Many 
get fat contracts any place 
that gamblers need something 
new. i Others herd sheep.) 


That disposes of the male 
Basques. I never knew there 
were any females till I came 
to Marin and found a lovely 
young lady Basque waiting on 
me in a delightful French res­ 
taurant. 


She hasn’t learned much 
English yet, maybe because 
the Basques speak (according 
to Webster) “ a unique agglu­ 
tinative language” in which 
her mind 
prefers to 
stay 
stuck. But I can see she likes 
Marin. 


WHO DOESN’T? 
Mighty few if any. But some 
of us aren't at all times quite 
up to 
our 
wonderful sur­ 
roundings. I was shocked at 
the atmosphere of some sec­ 
tors of our recent election. 
Seemed stuffy, if not w'orse. 


Nobody can be blamed for 
wanting 
lower 
taxes. 
But 
there can be 
an effort to 
maintain liberality of spirit, in 
keeping 
with 
surroundings 
better than most of us de­ 
serve. 


My hunch is that few of us 
keep really alert as to how 
well off we are. 


Mighty seldom, I suspect, 
does anybody in Marin Coun­ 
ty get so hungry it hurts. 
Not many here have lived un­ 
der a totalitarian rule such as 
Communism or the like. 


It’s unfortunate but true 
that we learn little in happi­ 
ness, but start to catch on 
when the going is rough. 
You don’t have to suffer. 
But sometimes it helps. ’Most 
any kind of suffering can hu­ 
manize. The trick is to see it 
doesn’t brutalize. 
It seldom hurts anybody to 
take a long trip for a look 
around. In case Marin Coun­ 
ty gets a surplus in General 
Fund,

Kennedy Has It 


I.OS A N G ELES W! - A vie- 
tory for Sen. John F. Ken­ 
nedy of Massachusetts— who 
seemed to have the presiden­ 
tial nomination sew'ed up be­ 
fore the Democratic conven­ 
tion opened — will bring a 
gush of ^ explanations, some 
too glib, some too pat, and 
some with only temporary 
significance. 


Kennedy, for instance, beat 
the bushes all year looking 
for delegates, ran in the pri­ 
maries, 
and 
visited 
most 
states while his closest rivals, 
Sens. Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas and Stuart Symington 
of Missouri, ran in no prim­ 
aries. met far fewer people, 
relied more on contacts with 
professional politicians. 


BUT IT DOESN’T follow 
that would-be presidents in 
1964 will have to imitate Ken­ 
nedy in the belief the more 
people they meet and the 
more publicity they get the 
better their chances. 
You 
don’t 
have to look 
further 
than Adlai E. Stevenson for a 
recent contrary example. 


In 1952 he was governor of 
Illinois, admired by some im­ 
portant politicians, 
did no 
campaigning, didn’t want the 
nomination, was knowrn to 
very few 
convention 
dele­ 
gates, 
and 
hardly at all by 
most Americans. 
Neverthe­ 
less, he wound up with the 
nomination handed to him. 


This year there seemed no 
doubt he yearned for a third 
chance, but as the convention 
opened he looked like a sad 
also-ran. He was by then a 
two-time loser in the presi­ 
dential race, and the dele­ 
gates were reluctant to take a 
chance on him again. He said 
he wouldn’t ask them to.

1952 there w’ere no outstand­ 
ing candidates. In that kind 
of vacuum the eloquent Ste­ 
venson looked like a natural. 
This year none of the Demo­ 
cratic candidates could be 
called a dominant figure. 


PERH A PS W H EN THAT is 
the case in the future hard 
work will pay off for some 
other 
candidate 
as 
it 
ap­ 
peared to do this year for 
Kennedy. 
But the memory 
of the unwilling Stevenson of 
1952 says this idea isn’t nec­ 
essarily so. 


The fact that all the an­ 
nounced candidates this year 
were senators does not prove 
that the nation in the future 
will look more towards Con­ 
gress for its presidents and 
less toward other public men, 
particularly governors 
who 
were more or less in political 
eclipse this year. 


For example: 
On the Re­ 
publican 
side 
New 
York’i 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
w’ould have been a standout 
— no Republican senator is 
close to him in prestige or 
public awareness of him— if 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon hadn’t built himself up 
t h r o u g h performance and 
contacts as the No. 1 man. 


Johnson indicated on TV 
last week he felf an obliga­ 
tion, as Democratic leader of 
the Senate, to stay close to his 
job. 
Therefore, he couldn’t 
tear around the country, ag 
Kennedy did, trying to line up 
delegates. 


Instead he seemed to rely 
on the power of fellow senat* 
ors and Deniocratic House 
members to rally support for 
him in a big way. This will 
look like a mistake In strategy 
if Kennedy wins the nomina­ 
tion.

NEW YORK tUPfi—Some state 
school systems are using in­ 
stallment financing to hel p 
solve the problem of school 
bus transportation. 


Pupil transportation is one of 
the critical problems facing the 
U.S. educational syst em. In 
3929. sonic 1.9 million children, 
were being carried to school at 
public expense. By 1958, 10.5 
million youngsters were using 
public school transportation at 
a cost of $384 million annually. 


School b o a r d s have been 
caught in the squeeze of in­ 
c r e a s e d transportation de­ 
mands and u n d e r-financing. 
Each year they are required to 
fight harder for a slice of the 
tax dollar. And many are ham­ 
pered by state legislation that 
prohibits buying school buses 
on an installment basis. 


But some states have found a 
gleam of hope in a program 
drawn up and offered by the 
Divco-Wavne 
Sales 
Financial 
Corp.. a financing organization 
established to spur sales for the 
company’s Wavne Works Bus 
Division in Richmond, Ind. 
In Michigan, for example, 
where the legislature has given 
school boards more flexibility 
than in most other states, the 
financing group offered a solu-i 
tion in one area where banks 
were unwilling to extend long* I 
term credit for needed buses 
to school boards already in 
debt. 
After noting how much the 
Tinconning Area School Board 
was spending to maintain old 
equipment, the financing cor­ 
poration convinced the school 
superintendent that it would be 
more economical to buy new 
ones.

Envisioned 


SAN DIEGO (TIPI) — Garages 
where earth satellites can get 
service while whirling around 
in space are visualized by two 
engineers 
at 
Convair-Astro- 
nautics. 


David Meister and R. R. Wil­ 
son said giant space craft re­ 
pair stations, possibly manned 
| by robot mechanics, may be 
necessary 
to 
service 
future 
earth satellites. 


Satellites with non-vital niis- 
Isions may not require main­ 
tenance. but others, such as 
| early warning ballistic missile 
detection systems, would be so; 
important they would need to 
be kept in constant operation, 
the two men said. 


Meister and Wilson visualize 
a space garage which would 
carry a supply of spare parts, 
chase the satellites and make 
necessary replacements of worn 
equipment. 


The engineers believe that 
most satellites will be unman­ 
ned for the next 15 years, but 
could call for help by radio. 
They suggested that it is con­ 
ceivable that a visual and motor 
link can be developed between 
a robot in space and man on 
earth. 
They said such a system 
would use a combination of tel­ 
evision feedback and arm move­ 
ments translated into electrical 
signals. With such a system, the 
scientists said, a man standing 
on earth viewing the satellite 
by a television picture could 
perform lever 
manipulations 
which would control the robot 
repairman in the space garages.

Medical Society Says Inner Change 
Needed To Help Alcoholic Reform 


By LOUIS CASSELS 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — S u p - 
pose you have a friend or rela­ 
tive who is clearly drifting into 
alcoholism. 
How do you deal with him’’ 
What can you say, or do, to 
help him? 
Some good advice is at hand 
for the millions of Americans 
who are wrestling with these 
difficult questions. 
It comes from a group of doc­ 
tors. members of the Genesee 
Countv 
Medical 
Society 
of 
Flint, Mich., w ho have carefully 
studied alcoholism, and the way 
its victims react to various 
types of treatment by well- 
meaning friends and relatives. 
In a little booklet which de­ 
serves much wider circulation, 
they emphasize that alcoholism 
is a disease, and those who are 
stricken with it cannot simply 
“will it away.” They noted: 
“ You cannot persuade an al­ 
coholic not to want alcohol, nor 
can he persuade himself not to 
want it. anv more than a tuber­ 
cular could persuade himself 
not to cough. 
The desire to 
drink will remain with him 
until an inner c h a n g e takes 
place. 
This change mav take 
place earlv or late in the dis­ 
ease. 
It has more chance of 
occurring when all conditions 
make the desire for sobriety 
outweigh the need for intoxi­ 
cation. 


“When the alcoholic feels 
that drinking isn’t worth the 
struggle, gives up. and is will­ 
ing to do anything for sobriety, 
he is on the road to recovery 
and release from the need of 
drink.” 
The doctors pointed out that 
, friends and relatives, by their 
behavior, “can either delay or 
advance the alcoholic’s prog­ 
ress toward this point.” 
You delay his progress when 
you “ add to the advantages of 
¡drinking for the alcoholic by 
: babying him. protecting him 
and making him the center of 
your attention.” 
As long as other people are 
covering up for him, carrying 
his responsibilities, protecting 
him from the natural responsi­ 
bilities of his acts, the alcoholic 
sees no urgent reason why he 
should quit drinking. 
; 
Another way to delay his 
progress is to nag. scold, threat­ 
en, hide his liquor supply, and 
lecture him on how he is 
making others 
suffer. 
Such 
tactics, the doctor said, will 
merely heighten his feelings of 
guilt, resentment and fear, and 
therefore “increase his desire 
and need to drink.” 


The way to advance an alco­ 
holic’s progress 
toward 
the 
point of turn-about, the doc­ 
tors said, is to “treat him like 
an adult . . . let him ‘do it him­ 
self’ for better or worse.” 
“Accept his drinking as a 
symptom of a disease over 
which you have no control. 
Don't feel guilty about it. You 
didn't cause his alcoholism and 
you can’t cure it. 
Relax and 
place responsibility for his re­ 
covery on him.” 
Never talk to him about his 
drinking while he is drunk. But 
“when he has a hangover, or 
when he is sober and brings up 
the subject.” you can talk to 
him in a “ kindly and sympa­ 
thetic” way, not scaring him or 
criticizing him. but assuring 
him that “you know’ where he 
can get help if he wants it.” 
Be sure you're prepared to 
make good on that assurance 
if he ever takes you up. Locate 
a good doctor who understands 
alcoholism. Get in touch with 
the local group of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (you can find them 
through the telephone direc­ 
tory, or by writing to P. O. Box 
459, Grand Central Station, 
New York 17. N. Y.).

ORANGE (UPfl— Better put 
that W o r l d War II uniform 
away in storage—especially the 
trousers. 
Some day. if what 
happened to relics of the Civil 
War is any example, those 
pants will be the most sought- 
after prize of souvenir collec­ 
tors. 


Sam Fowler has found that 
to he true. 
He has blouses, 
coats, 
overcoats, 
hats, 
even 
boots from the Civil War-but 
no trousers— in his vast collec­ 
tion of items from the War 
Between the States. 


He also has a Rigdom and 
Ansley revolver marked “ CSA” 
which he bought from a family 
In Savannah, Ga., and which 
may be the most valuable single 
souvenir in his possession. 


Fowler said anything of Con­ 
federate origin is difficult to 
acquire and that (outside of the 
trousers, of course) a real Con­ 
federate flag is toughest of all. 


Even in 1930. when Civil War 
clothing and firearms were still 
being sold as war surplus, a 
Confederate flag was listed in 
the catalog of a well-known 
dealer at a price of $1,000. 


Fowler does have a Confed­ 
erate guidon, a sort of flag that 
was carried bv the calvarv! 
leader into battle. He also has 
a 
Confederate 
Proclamation 
issued by H. E. Read, a candi- j 
date from Kentucky for the 
Congress of the Confederate 
States of America. 


Among Fowler's many sou­ 
venirs of the U n i o n Military 
Forces is a brass-framed Henry 
lifle which bears the inscrip­ 
tion “ Presented to John Fox. 
recruit of Co. C 58th Regiment 
of Indiana Volunteers, Feb. 14. 
1864.” 


A medal of honor issued to 
Private Lorenzo J. Lou’ego with 
Companv-K of Maine Volun­ 
teers is thought by the collector 
to be among the first medals 
of honor ever issued. 


A song sheet which was used 
by soldiers of the Union Army 
contains such old favorites as 
“ Just Before the Battle Moth-! 
er” and the less familiar “ Hail 
Ulysses.” 
These song sheets, 
being of perishable nature, are 
nearly 
as 
rare 
as 
military 
trousers. 


For the budding Civil War 
collector, Fowler believes that | 
original photographs of per­ 
sons wearing Civil War uni­ 
forms is a good way to start. 
He himself has an old photo- 
_ graph album with the pictures 
of 100 Union generals. 
Other items, not too diffi­ 
cult to find or expensive to 
buy, are badges of Civil War 
Encampments, 
the 
first 
of 
which was held in Indianapolis 
In 1866. Other good items are 
books about 
the 
Civil War 
printed w'hile it was going on 
and newspapers published dur­ 
ing the conflict. Fowler has 
more than 300 such newspa­ 
pers. 
Placing ads in newspapers 
or buying through reputable 
dealers is the easiest way to 
collect Civil War mementos, 
Fowler said, and putting away 
your own and your relatives’ 
World War II souvenirs is an 
excellent way to start a collec­ 
tion that will be valuable 50 
years from now. 


FRANKFURT. Germany GJPDi 
— If you want to get ahead in 
Germany, get a briefcase. 


It doesn't really matter what 
you put in it — a pack of sand­ 
wiches, the day's racing form, 
a spare pair of shoes, even a 
newspaper.

AUSTIN. Tex. (UPS — What 
was so special about the old 
time cowboy? 
That question was put to 
Texas ranchers by the State 
Memorial M u s e u m recently. 
One answered: 
“Cowboys were merely folks, 
just plain, even--day bow-leg­ 
ged humans.” 
To keep alive fact rather than 
fancy surrounding the Ameri­ 
can cowboy, the museum is put­ 
ting together a series of public 
exhibits. Such tools of the cow­ 
boy’s trade as saddles, bridles, 
bits, spurs, branding irons and 
other equipment will be dis­ 
played. 
“It was his occupation and 
ro t his character that stand­ 
ardized the cowboy,” said W. 
W. Newcomb Jr., editor of the 
museum’s magazine. 
“His work was remote, some­ 
times dangerous, often solitary, 
and consequently, ideal fodder 
for romantics,” Newcomb said 
Newconro contends the real 
life cowboy — “trailing along 
in a fog of dust behind 100 
6low-moving drags” — could 


plained, “ by the vast herds of 
Longhorn cattle that had grown 
up wild in Texas and were 
there for enterprising men to 
round up and burn brands on.” 
The Longhorns were a strain 
of Spanish cattle first brought 
to this continent by the con- 
quistadores in 1521. The herds 
grew fast on Texas’ vast open 
prairies, but the first big cat­ 
tle fortunes were not made un­ 
til the Civil War.

A T L A N T A tUPI) — Vampire 
bats, gruesome bloodsuckers of 
the living, still are a scourge in 
many parts of the world in fact, 
not just in horror fiction.

World statistics on rabies in­ 
cidence, however, are not com­ 
plete or exact because of a lack 
of diagnostic and reporting fa- 
c i l i t i e s in underdeveloped 
countries and areas in which 
| rabies apparently is still wide­ 
spread. 
In the United States, rabies 
in dogs is being brought under 
j control with marked succeess. 
For 
example, 
in 
1946 
the 
United States had 
10.872 re­ 
ported cases of animal rabies 
of which 8.384 were in dogs. 
In 1958. the United States re­ 
ported 4.814 cases of animal 
rabies and only 1,643 cases in 
dogs. 
Rabies in wild animals ap­ 
parently is increasing in the 
United States. 
Available Communicable Dis­ 
ease 
Center reports 
indicate 
that the Philippines, India and 
Thailand are hot spots for ani­ 
mal rabies, but that Ja p a n and 
Malaya are relatively free of 
“ m ad” animals.

To Fight Subs 


On Dry Land 


SAN DIEGO, Calif « » —The 
Navy is practicing and perfect 
ing its techniques of anti-sub­ 
marine warfare tactics without 
going to sea. 
Officers and enlisted me at 
the Fleet Sonar School here arc 
learning their lessons in land­ 
locked combat information cen­ 
ters (CIC's) mocked up to re 
semble those of destroyers pro­ 
tecting convoys miles at sea 
To accomplish this ingenious 
classroom realism the Navy is 
utilizing a device known as an 
Action Speed Tactical Trainer 
which was developed by the 
military electronics division of 
Daystrom, Inc., with the U S 
Naval Training Device Center 
at Port Washington. N.Y. 
The device is a simulator 
which 
combines 
electronics, 
electrical circuitry and electro­ 
mechanical instruments 
with 
such simple things as home 
movie - type 
projectors 
and 
grease pencils. 
The simulator presents and 
develops a problem, and final­ 
ly recapitulates it for review 
and discussion. 
The trainees taking part in 
the exercise may number as 
many as 100. As a preliminary, 
they meet in the school’s audi 
torium where they are briefed 
by an instructor on factors con­ 
trolling the simulated engage­ 
ment— weather, time, tide, sun­ 
rise. sunset, etc. 
That done, “ commanders” of 
the anti-sub teams and t h e i r 
members move into cubicles 
which are equipped with the 
«imulators. 
The officer acting as OTC, of 
ficer in tactical command, uses 
one of these mock CIC’s as his ! 
command bridge. From this 
position he maneuvers and di­ 
rects his force as necessary to 
counter or repel any threaten­ 
ing enemy submarines. 
In the cubicles, simulated ra­ 
dar repeaters — cathode ray 
tubes similar to the picture 
tubes on home TV receivers 
are the focal points of atten­ 
tion. The positions of all task 
force elements—air, sea and 
undersea— are shown on their 
screens. 
In the problem control room, 
the instructor can view the ac­ 
tion on a semi-opaque g l a s s 1 
screen, nine feet square, which 
represents 100 square miles of 
ocean. On this screen he scans 
the entire battle area as it 
would be seen from both the 
OTC's command bridge and 
from an enemy periscope. 
On the instructor’s console 
are instruments which permit 
him to monitor all phases of 
the operation. He can insert 
“ enemy submarines” in the 
cathode ray tubes of all cubicles 
In the areas he wants the in­ 
truders to be operating. 
The 
unit commanders 
at­ 
tempt to solve the anti-submar­ 
ine problem confronting them 
from information thev l e a r n 
from the repeater screens in 
front of them and simulated 
radio telephone reports. 
The movements of all ships 
and planes as controlled by 
their various commanders are 
reflected as dots of light on 
the 
instructor's 
semi-opaque 
screen. Plotters behind it trace 
all the action on the back of 
the glass with colored grease 
pencils. 
The most important move­ 
ments of the principal units are 
retraced on the front of the 
screen 
in fluorescent chalk. 
This chalk, when subjected to 
ultra-violet light, enables ex­ 
amination of the entire prob­ 
lem in the projection room 
after the exercise is completed

Tralfic Laws 
Becoming 


Universal 


WASHINGTON ntPfl— It’s get 
ting to the point where you 
can drive through almost any 
state in the nation reasonably 
certain that the basic traffic 
laws are pretty much the same 
: as the ones you learned back 
home. 
This is a recent development. 
Take stopping for school bus­ 
es-. 
Present law says traffic 
must stop in both directions 
when a school bus unloads Its 
unpredictable cargo on a two 
or three-lane highway. 
When 
there are four or more lanes, 
traffic in bark of the bus stops, 
but cars going in the opposite 
lanes do not. 


But until this year, Honda 
police reaped a bonanza from 
vacationers because of the bus 
law in their state. In Florida, 
you were supposed to stop In 
either direction no matter how 
wide the highway. It wasn’t un­ 
til 1959 that the Sunshine State 
fell in line with the rest of the 
country. 
The movement, to standardize 
traffic laws is almost as old as 
¡ the automobile itself. 
In the early 1920s, Herbert 
Hoover -then secretary of com­ 
merce—set up a National Com­ 
mittee 
on 
Uniform 
Traffic 
Laws and Ordinances. 
Ever 
since then, this group has been 
prodding state officials to adopt 
a uniform traffic code. 
It hasn’t been easy, as wit­ 
ness the matter of automobile 
inspection. 
in 35 states, there’s no in­ 
spection set-up at, all. The other 
15 demand periodic checks. 
States are reluctant to adopt 
the inspection system because 
of the complicated legislative 
and bureaucratic processes In­ 
volved. 
The committee puts out what 
it considers the ideal traffic 
code each year. 
It contains 
more than 400 provisions cov­ 
ering everything from streetcar 
regulations to accident reports. 
Many states — especially in 
the Northeast — are adopting 
large sections of the code. 
One particular section, deal­ 
ing with speed limits, is gain­ 
ing the widest acceptance. This 
one calls for a 60-mile-per-hour 
speed limit for daytime driving, 
155 at night and 30 in urban 
areas. 
More 
states 
are 
adopting 
these 
provisions 
each year. 
Someday you w ill have one less 
excuse when the police flag you 
down— in a strange state.

KANSAS CITY fl’Pf— Termite 
hordes 
seem 
to 
bp 
gorging 
themselves on floor joists and 
door stoops in a constantly wid­ 
ening area of North America, a 
I niversity of Missouri entomol­ 
ogist reported. 


But w h e th e r there has actu­ 
ally been a population explo­ 
sion among the wood-eaters r e ­ 
mains a m a tte r of debate. Some 
scientists believe reported d a m ­ 
age has increased only because 
there are m ore houses to eat 
and because householders have 
become term ite conscious. 


Whatever the reason, the vo­ 
racious insects with a taste for 
lu mber now are eating their 
way through the homes of mil­ 
lions of Americans, according 
to Dr. Philip stone. University 
of Missouri entomologist. 


Stone said one large c o m m e r ­ 
cial organization estimated af­ 
ter a detailed survey that te r ­ 
mites each y e a r invade about 
two million houses in which 
their dining produces enough 
damage to send the owner in 
quest of professional aid. 


How many m a r a u d e r s escape 
detection, or h a v e n ’t yet re a c h ­ 
ed the stage w h e re their d e p ­ 
redations produce a call for 
I help, is a nybody’s guess, Stone 
said. 


In any event, the winged in­ 
sects now are found in all con­ 
tinental states except Alaska. 
Alaska is believed to bo free of 
them, but Stone said that might 
be only because th e re has been 
no intensive study there. 


Termites, which love warm, 
moist places, now are found 
even in such semi-arid regions 
as Arizona and N ew Mexica, 
Stone said. 


Modern 
building 
practices 
tend to help support the invad­ 
ers. Stone said hom es built on 
concrete slabs not only provide 
a cozy w in ter residence for te r ­ 
mites but perm it them to eat 
the year around, instead of just 
during 
the 
s u m m e r 
months. 
Protected and insulated crawl 
spaces provide just the right 
environment, he said. 


The trend to suburbia also is 
suspect, since man is moving to 
the natural domain of the te r ­ 
mite, who got to this earth 
ahead of him by several million 
years. Unlike m an, the te rm ite 
has come down th rough the 
eons little changed from his 
ancestors. 


W hile there are m a n y species 
of termites, Stone has one rule 
of th um b to distinguish them 
from 
the 
flving 
ant, 
which 
looks pretty similar. 


Hie villain has a boat-shaped 
body and four wings of equal 
length. The ant has four wings 
of unequal length, attached to 
and hour-glass figure. 
assists.

He was arrested at his home 
at 2 Cliff Road on a federal 
warrant, last night because of a 
Baltimore grand jury indict­ 
ment charging him both with 
fraud and wdth using a fic­ 
titious name in an alleged mail 
fraud scheme. 
This arose from his services 
as former consultant to the In­ 
ternational Guaranty and In­ 
surance Co. of Tangier, which 
was linked with various U.S. 
insurance and savings and loan 
companies, some insolvent. 
Federal attorneys w a n t e d 
Hopps’ bond set at $25,000. but 
U.S. Commissioner Joseph Kar- 
esh set the figure at $10,000, 
which Hopps promptly posted 
to remain free. 
B o t h California and New 
York insurance investigations 
last year brought charges that 
the Tangier company had in­ 
sufficient assets to guarantee 
the American firms. Interna­ 
tional Guarantee operations in 
California wyere halted the pro­ 
ceeding year for lack of a state 
license. 
Documents t a k e n include 
some signed by an unidentified 
“E. S. Van Galder” which Nelle

signed by herself and Hopps’ 
son, Robert, at Hopps’ direc­ 
tion.

DR OTTO HALPERN 
Honored At Last 


U.S. Honors 


Inventor Of 


Radar Device 


LOS ANGELES UR—A bril­ 
liant scientist today was to re­ 
ceive one of the nation’s high­ 
est honors for an antiradar in­ 
vention so vital that it is still 
classified as a top secret. 
Rear Adm. Walter F. Rodee, 
commander of 11th Naval Dist. 
air bases, was to give Dr. Otto 
Halpern a special Defense De­ 
partment medal in ceremonies 
at the University of California 
at Los Angeles. 
The fact that Dr. Halpern 
had to fight for 18 years for 
his right to the honor is of no 
significance to him today. 
‘ Wouldn't it be ungracious 
of me to complain,” he said yes-1 
terday, “when the Defense De­ 
partment is doing everything it 
can now to make up for those 
bitter years?” 
A year ago Dr. Halpern was 
awarded $340,000 by the De­ 
fense Department in settlement 
of his 18-vear court battle for 
recognition as inventor of a ma­ 
terial that helped U. S. planes 
and ships evade enemy radar 
in World War II and the Kor­ 
ean conflict. 
Dr. Halpern’s invention is a 
thin, rubber-like coating con­ 
taining 
tiny 
metallic 
flakes 
which 
is 
applied 
to 
ships, 
planes and ground installations 
to absorb radar waves. 
Dr. Halpern, 61, currently a 
consultant to the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission’s Radiation 
Laboratory at Livermore, Calif., 
lives in surburban Pacific Pali­ 
sades.

Grocery Chain 
Expansion 


Rapid In '50s 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK tP—The gro­ 
cery custnmer—and who isn't? 
— finds His or Her store ever 
fancier these days and often 
more efficient. 
Some of the supermarkets 
may lull you and accompany­ 
ing small fry with piped in 
music or entice you with an 
ever wider variety of food 
products—and nonfood items. 
But while the food chains go 
en spreading and copping an 
impressive share of total gro­ 
cery sales, behind their suave 
fronts are increasing problems 
that the music—or even the 
cash register jingle — doesn't 
lull. 
EXPANDED FAST 
The grocery* chains 
boast 
that in the 1950s they expanded 
faster than anv other form of 
retail trade. But with thaf 
growth 
they 
face 
today 
a 
squeeze on profits. 
Example: the largest c h a i n 
(A&P) reports earnings in its 
latest quarter were off 4.5 per 
cent from the spring weeks of 
1959 and its total net income 
last year was 1 per cent of 
sales volume. Safeway and Na­ 
tional Tea also report profits 
this year lower than a year 
ago. 
Other problems common to 
the lengthening chains are the 
,threat of saturation, the de­ 
bates over how big a super­ 
market can profitably be. what 
else besides food it should sell, 
and how to increase mechaniza­ 
tion and processing without an­ 
tagonizing the women shop­ 
pers who like to pinch and look 
closely at what they're buying. 
Another worry is that while 
your income tends to increase, 
you are spending a smaller 
part of it on food than you used 
to, in spite of the rise in food 
prices over the years. 
Food’s share of the basic 
standard of living was 24,3 per 
cent in 1950 and 23.1 per cent 
in 1959. It’s share may shrink 
a bit more this year, in spite of 
the Grocery Manufacturers of 
America’s prediction that 1960 
will see another record spend­ 
ing for food. 
SALES RISE 
In 1959, food chain store, 
sales rose 5 per cent over 1958 
to a record 194 billion dollars, 
or 39 per cent of total grocery 
store sales. But profit margins | 
of all but one of the 10 largest j 
chains were under 2 per cent 
of sales. 
Some food chain battles, like 
those over trading stamps and 
private 
labels 
vs. 
national 
brands, seem to be in the truce j 
stage at the moment. 
While some food chains still j 
fight trading stamps, their wide 
acceptance is hailed by execu-j 
lives of the Trading Stamp In-1 
stitute of America at its annual 
meeting in Atlantic City this 
week. 
They report that last year 
saw a 10 per cent increase in 
the number of savers estimated j 
at 39,437,000 families and a 
five per cent growth in the 
number of food chains and 
supermarkets using them.

MEALTIME IN MARIN 
Cooks Have Wondered What 
To Serve For 6,000 Years 


By BARBARA HOSMER 


W h e n you begin to cast 
around in your refrigerator to 
gee w'hat’s on hand for the next 
lotting, stop for a moment and 
consider how it all began. For 
some 12,000 years ago during 
the New Stone Age men and 
women in an inventive mood 
made some changes in daily 
living, gradual to be sure, that 
have a profound effect today. 
9 
They began to sew seeds and 
keep animals,settling instead of 
wandering. They built shelters 
and they created pottery to 
store food and water, enabling 
them to find newr ways of pre­ 
paring meals. 


Later the peoples of the rich 
Nile Valley began to corral ani­ 
mals in nearby canyons for a 
constant meat supply, and with 
newly invented means of irri­ 
gating, they grew fine crops. 
Without the constant need to 
hunt food, the Egyptians who 
lived over 6.000 years ago used 
their “leisure” time well. They 
observed the annual flood ol 
the Nile and the phases of the 
moon and developed the calen­ 
dar year of 30 days to each of 
22 months. The five days “left 
over” they designated as feast 
days, w h e n food was para­ 
mount. 


With time on their hands the 
Egyptians busied themselves in 
making refinements and care 
in food preparation. So when j 
you step to the refrigerator 
pondering what to serve, re- j 
member that mankind has been 
wondering what to have for 
dinner for over 6,000 years. 
I 


So with cognizance of this 
new kinship with Queeri Ne-j 
fertiti. you still wonder how to 
use up those scraps of meat j 
and cheese on the shelf before 
you. A casserole will do'it, but 
why not try something differ­ 
ent, such as a substantial salad. 


This salad is the result of 
leftovers that are served just 
as a regular tossed greens salad 
would be, and it combines w^ell 
with toasted cheese buns, egg 
dishes or vegetables casseroles. 
The ingredients can be packed 


easily and combined at the pic­ 
nic table, if you are so inclined. 
CORNED BEEF SALAD 
Tear lettuce into bite size 
and combine in bowl with corn­ 
ed beef, which has been shred­ 
ded into thin strips with a fork. 
Then slice into the bowl an 
equal a m o u n t 
of cheddar 
cheese. The mild kind is best. 
Toss with a dressing made of 
mayonnaise, barbecue s a u c e 
and lemon juice, a touch of 
mustard, salt and pepper, just 
before serving. 
Actually you can use any 
dressing w'ith a 
mayonnaise 
base that the family prefers. 
Serve on lettuce leaf cup or in 
wooden bowls. 
Here's another that uses crab 
and salami. Be wary of serving 
crab dishes with anything that 
tends to detract from its deli­ 
cate flavor. It gets “lost” easily, 
but is a fine foil for salad 
greens and vegetables if the 
cook is restrained in the use 
of herbs or vegetables.
